THER AMERICAN CHAMPIONSHIP " SHELL ; BOAT 


RACE. 
(From the New York Herald of Sept. 29.) 


Tue great and final contest between Joshua Ward, of Newburg, N. Y., and 
James Hamill, of Pittsburg, Pennsylvania, came off yesterday afternoon at 
Poughkeepsie. ‘The city was overflowed with visitors from all parts of the 
country, who bad assembled to witness the encounter f yr the championship of 
America. Every hotel and tavern in the city and the suburbs was crowded, 
and the race was the all-absorbing theme of conversation. Ward was the 
general favourite, and $500 to $400 was freely offered on him, with no takers. 
Hamill reached Poughkeepsie on Saturday, and took a turn or two over the 
course on Sunday, but the balance of the time remained quiet. He was in 
splendid condition, and every muscle was at perfect freedom. He rowed his 
new boat (no name), which is twenty-eight feot six inches long—-two feet longer 
than his old boat, and aninch and a half wider. He rowed yesterday with 
sweeps, but in his former races used the square oar. Hamill was dressed in 
white pants, blue shirt, and red cap. Ward did not arrive in Poughkeepsie 


) until noon of Monday, and he also was in apparent good condition. He rowed 


his old boat, Dick Risdon. His weight was 175lbs—111b more than he ever 
weighed before—which gave considerable dissatisfaction to his friends and 
backers. He wore white pants, but was stripped to the waist, and bare headed. 
Ward won the inside tratk The umpires were T. F. Doyle, of Biston, for 
Ward, and J. Scott, of Pittsburg, for Hamill. Joo Coburn acted as ieferee, 
The judges were stationed on the stake 
boats; but the referee followed the con est- 
ants around on the tug, 8. A. Stevens, wh ch 
was chartered by a private party of gentle 
men of this city. 

At fifteen minutes to three the men ap- 
peared on the track-——Hamill putting in the 
tirst appearance—and wero loudly cheered 
by their respective friends. At precisely 
nine minutes to three o'clock the signal was 
given and a start was effected, Ward gaining 
an advantage of nearly a boat's length. The 
contrast between the strokes of the two men 
Was most marked—Ward’s motion being a 
long, stesdy pull, while Hamill’s style is 
quick, short jerks. Hamill’s strokes were, 
by the watch, fifty-two to the minute, against 
Soil cel in the same period of time by 
‘Ward, giving Hamill a manifest advantage 
as long as wind would hold out. The two 
men had rowed but a few moments when 
Hamill began to gain on Ward, assing him, 
and continuing to keep the load around the 
upper stake boat. He tarned it in 18 minutes 
and 25 seconds, Ward following 16 seconds 
in the rear. In effecting the turn Hamill 
was exceedingly quick, and gained a very 
great advantage over Ward, whose move- 
ments were very slow. Ward began to show 
evidences of weariness, and he laboured 
evidently very hard, Hamill leading him at 
least fifteen or twenty boat's lengths. Betting 
was now fifty dollars to ten on Hamill, The 
race home was a continual gain on Ward by 
Hamill, Ward evidently being fagged out. 
The Pittsburg Boy, as he passed each point 
| where the spectators had assembled, was 

cheered lustily. Stevens, of Poughkeepsie, 
; followed the contestants around in his shell 
boat, and kept up well with them, not round- 
ying the stake boat, however. On the return 
Si he led Hamill in, and many of Ward's 

} friends mistook him for Ward, and cheered 
loudly before they discovered. their error. 
Hamill reached the home boat in 19 minutes 
and 33 seconds, and Ward came in one 
minute behind, The five miles were made 
in 37 minutes and 58 seconds, being four 
minutes quicker than the race of J uly. The 
race Was for five miles, the stake being 
31,500 a side. ‘The river was as calm and 
wnruffied as a French plate mirror, and the 
| Sun was quite warm enough for comfort, A 
| handsomer day could not possibly have 
| been selected, The course was kept free 

from everything, and no foul Was made or 
could have been claimed. No legs than 5,000 
to 7,000 persons witnessed the race among 
them a large number of ladies. New York 
turned out a large number of pickpockets 
and thieves, who did a thriving business. 
John Ward, a brother of Josh., had his 
pocket picked on the Armenia of 4 2,500. 
About $2,000 were in dratts, He immediately 
stopped payment by telegraph. Another 
gentleman Was relieved of his watch and 
ee and the victims were very numerous. 
A great deal of bad liquor was drunk, and 
much bad temper was the consequence, re- 
sulting in frequent flat fights. 

Ward's friends, who were heavy losers, 
complain mach of their favourite’s condition, 
and talk freely of another trial. A general 
murmur ran through the crowd that Ward 
had sold the race; but Ward himself and his 
closest friends deny the insinuation in toto, 
and they point to the time mado as an eyi- 
dence of a fair race, His loss of the race is 
mainly attributed, however, to his having 
too much flesh on his breast, which winded 
him, and thus deprived him of his champion. 
ship. Another race is therefore not impro- 
bable. ‘This afternoon there will be another

TWESDAY—THE GREAT CESAREWI'TCH DAY, 

The fnterest in the Cesarewitch Handiéap, and the immense amount of 
betting thereon, attracted to the heath one of those monster.assemblies brought 
together when any great Turf event ia to be decided. Moreover, the oecasion 
Was especially notable from the tact of his Royal Highness tho Prince of Wales, 
the King of the Greeks, Prince Christian of Denmark, and the Duke of Cam- 
bridge honouring the heath with their presence, ‘Tho visit took the town by 
surprise ; hut it is reedless to say that the presence of the heir to the throne 
ond his august relatives gave the liveliestsatisfaction. The Royal party arrived 
by special train, consisting of two carriages and a break van, at twenty-tlye 
minutes past one glock, Five hacks were in attendance at the railway 
station, and, the illustrious visitors having mounted, rode off to the heath, 
where they were greeted with an sl aticcely of loyalty evidently most grati- 
fying to them. The scene in the H gh-stroet in the morning was most ani- 
mating, the front of the rooms heing ‘completely blocked with vehicles and 
ae das Betting upon the great event presented no very marked feature, 
ut Lioness aud Drammer Boy were in intense demand, as little as 5 to2 being 
taken at the time about Mr, Merry’s mare. On reaching the heath spoculation 
wus continued, but with no fresh demonstration except that already alluded 
to. The Royal visitors, wo regret to add, were not fortunate in the weather, 
for the atmosphere during the afternoon wus dull and heavy, and rain fell at 
intervals, The Prince of Wales and the young King were, however, indifferent 
to the wet, and galloped about apparently much interested in the proceedings 
of the day. A short time before the Cesurewitch was run, the Prince and the 
remainder of the party went up to the top of the principal stand in order to 
witness the finish of the Cesarewltch. Admiral Rous explained to the young 
visitors the peculiarities and custome of the heath, with which they seemed 
highly interested. The Cesarewitch was appointed for half-past two o'clock, 
and as the time drew near for its celebration the excitement became very 
great. Lioness continued first favourite to the finish, 5 to 2 being freely taken 
On tl while Drummer Boy advanced to4 tol; and Emblem, Jack of 
ts, and Umpire also exhibited on upward tendency, Limosina, about 
whom 4s little as 4 to 1 was taken on Saturday last, declined in a strange 
manner towards the close of the betting, for one of the largest bookmakers 
hanaoy pe offered }2 tol to a large amount against her, ‘The race will be 
found fully described below, but-we may state here that Lioness fully justified 
the extraordinary confidence of Mr Morry and Mat Dawson, for she had won 
at any moment, and, coming away with Limosina, the two finished the race 
between them, Lioness wining, withont her jockey calling upon her, by three 
quartera of a length. Jack of Hearty flnished third, as ho didin the Goodwood 
Stakes. The Drummer Boy, of whom such high expectations were entertained 
in consequence of his trial with Mucaroni, pire peweres his partisans dread- 
fully. Henever once showed in the race; but, in fact, nothing could have had 
a chance with Lioness, 28 she won in a canter, thus reviving the memory of 
Mr, Merry's halcyon days with Saunterer, Thormanby, and other well-known 
racehorses, . Lhe result of the race is, of course, disnstrous to the bookmakers, 
Mr, Merry himself having won someth ng like £15,000, After the raco Mr 
Merry was introduced by the Duke of Cambridge to the Prince of Wales, who 
afterwards carefully scrutinised the mare, expressed his high approval of her, 
and congratulated her owner on his good fortune, The Royal party returned 
to town shortly after 4.40, the time Axed for the last race on the card, The

The 
chair was taken by Mr. Hanlin, and the vice-chair was occupied by Mr. Hicks, 
and both those gentlemen gave some choice specimens of vocalism to enliven 
the proceedings. About ten o'clock, Mr. Charles Busk and Owen Swift placed 
the required amount in tho hands of Mr. Harry Holt, the official representative 
of the stakcholder, The money having thus been duly staked, the latter- 
named gentleman tersely announced the fact, and went on to mako a brief 
running commentary on matters strictly in connection with the match. He 
observed that when the articles were signed at Owen Swift's, in the Hay- 
Market, the excitement in London was unparalleled, not alone on account of 
the known celebrity of the competitors, but in consequence of the sum to be 
Contended for being tho largest stake ever known in fistic annals.

NAT LANGHAM, 


We this week include in our “ National Gallery" 
of portraits an engraving of this Leicester-born 
boxer of 1820, and who has attained—totally apart 
from other merits—a world-wide fame, from the: 
solitary but fortnitous circumstance of being the 
only man who can lay claim to the proud and dig- 
tinguished title of the conqueror of Tom Sayers, one 
of the most renowned pugilistic champions we ever 
witnessed in a roped arena. Langham formerly kept 
The Cambrian Stores, Castle-street, Leicester-square, 
but is now the attentive and respected host of The 
Mitre, St. Martin's-lane, without exception the most 
noted sporting drum in the metropolis, After his 
minor battles with Ellice, Lowe, and Campbell, he 
was matched for half a century with Gutteridge, de- 
feated him at Bourn, Lincolnshire, in 1846, and re- 
ceived forfeit in a second match Then he beat 
2 ay the Australian, but in turn got defeated by 
Harry Orme, the present landlord of the J ane Shore, 
Shoreditch, and the money was drawn after a smart 
conteat between Nat and Ben Caunt, The memorable 
battle in which he defeated the redoubtable. Tom 
Sayers, wasfought on Tuesday, the 18th of October, 
1853, for £100 a side, It was a determined, manly 
strugg e for preveminence, in which the old adage, 
Yout will be served,” was for once set at nought, 
The superior length of Not Langham bid defiance to 
the strength and freshness of ‘Tom Sayers.. The repeated visitations received 
by Nat pon the ribs, where, it will be remembered, he was so severely 
punished. y Orme, evidently told a tale, and he was on several occasions re- 
duced ths eby to the greatest distress, which nothing but. his unflinching 
gameness iA: perseverance enabled him to overcome, and had he not been in 
rst-rate fo le the result might have been widely different. Tom Sayers per- 
severed in getting home upon the. place most likely to find out Langham's 
weak point, and, although at one time this method of proceeding brought. the 
pon of victory almost within his grasp, stillas he was compelled to give his 
uead in order to reach Nat's body, and as that head, moreover, was in such a 
tate oa to be more easily swollen than it ought to ba, the quickness of Nat, 
and his straight deliveries on the nose and optics, gradually, but surely, shut 
out the daylight, and added one more to the list of his conguests, It is ima- 
xined by some that had Sayers adopted another system the * boot might have 
been on the other leg.” Opinions vary, however, That he is a game resolute 
fellow fellow, and took his licking like a man, no one will deny; and that his 
conduct throughout the fight was entitled to all raise, the fact that nearly £50
